Start New Year With 
Public Flag-Raising 


The local public schools will re- 
open Wednesday morning: at the 
usual hours. The high and junior 
high school sessions will begin at 
8:15, dismissing at 2:00, and the 
elementary grades from 9:00 to 
12:00 and 1:15 to 3:15. 


A few changes may be noted in 
this year’s teaching staff. In the 
high school, Frederick Riel of 
South Deerfield will replace Anton 
Kishon, who will teach at Phillips 
Academy. Mr. Riel will coach foot- 
ball and teach biology. James Hart 
will be transferred from the Junior 
high school to replace Joseph B. 
Doherty, who is now serving as an 
ensign in the U. S. Navy. Mr. Hart 
will teach physics, chemistry, and 
aeronautics.

Aeronautics Course 
To Open In Schools 


Miss Loomer Elected 
To School Committee 


Punchard’s brand new course in 
aeronautics will begin next week 
with the opening of all the local 
schools. The school committee, at 
a brief meeting Tuesday night, ap- 
proved a textbook for the course, 
“Elements of Aeronautics.” 

The course will be taught by 
James Hart, who has just been 
transferred from the Junior high 
school to Punchard. Generally 
speaking, it will be in line with 
the government’s specifications for 
such a course, and is designed to 
assist young men who will be going 
into military or other aviation lat- 
er, 

The principles of matematices and 
physics that are directly pertinent 
to aviation will be taken up, and 
other studies will include simple 
aerodynamics, the effects of wind 
velocity and wing structure, navi- 
gation, work with plane models, the 
parts of a plane, types of maneuy- 
ers possible, the etiquette of flying, 
radio theory and communications, 
and probably the theory and prac- 
tice of Morse code. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting 
which was attended by the mem- 
bers of the board of selectmen as 
well as of the school committee, 
Miss Barbara Loomer of Andover 
street, Ballardvale, was chosen to

Participation in a tourna- 
ment counts one point, with two 
additional it a ribbon is won. 

Effort on parallel bars, one point, 
with two additional points for pass- 
ing 12 or more exercises. Participa- 
tion in handwork, one point, with 
two additional for winning a ribbon. 
Athletics, one point for participa- 
tion, one extra for winning a ribbon. 

Dramatics and nature study 
count one to three points; sports- 
manship, one point; leadership and 
helpfulness, one to three points. In 
general, an applicant must be be- 
tween 12 and 18 years of age, and 
must have had good attendance, 
good behavior, marked interest and 
co-operation in all activities. 

Branton Davey, 14, winner of the 
Central playground medal, scored 
18 points. Patsy Collins had 17 
points, and Mildred Hey, 15. 


Branton’s points were 
follows: A.R.P. course, 5, soft ball 
league, 3; pet show, 1; field day, 2 
parallel bars, 3; helpfulness, 1; 
sportsmanship, 1; leadership, 1; 
athletics, 1. 

Marjorie Mears, 14, winner at Bal- 
lardvale, scored 23 points against 
Herbert MacDonald, who had 17. 
Marjorie won 5 points in the A.R. 
P. course; 3 in handwork; 1 in the 
ping-pong tournament; 1 in the 
checker tournament; 2 for field 
day; 2 in athletics; 1 for entering 
a child in the baby show; 1 for 
Sportsmanship; 38 for he:pfulness; 
3 for parallel bar work; and 2 for 
leadership. 

Jacqueline Barry, 14, was far and 
away the best candidate for gold 
medalist at Shawsheen, :.nd had no 
close competitors.

There is no reason why our people should not get the scrap 
in, and get in the scrap. There is certainly nothing to do with 
a worthless harrow or wheelbarrow except to get rid of it. 
A decrepit rubber boot is no good to you, but precious to the 
rubber industry. Tin cans are only one more element contribu. 
ting to the chaos of your cellar. Pan drippings are garbage to 
you, gold to manufacturers of explosives. 

We’ve been searching querulously for the past several 
months for the now-famous “second front.’ While we're wait- 
ing, why not try making a “second front” right in our own 
homes? Why shouldn’t 130,000,000 Americans take pride in the 
fact that they face one of the most important assignments 
ever given to the home front in this nation’s wartime history? 

Here’s a starter for you—cold figures laid down by the fed: 
eral director of the conservation division. He says that sever: 
teen million tons of scrap iron must be routed to the steel mills 
by January 1, 1943. Thousands of tons have undoubtedly 
already been rescued from junk heaps, but the director talks 
in terms of millions of tons, and so must we think. 

Seventeen million tons must be given by one hundred thirty 
million people. It doesn’t take an Einstein to figure out that 
that amounts to a ton from every eight people in the country. 
It means 250 pounds from every member of your family. lt 
means that you’ve really got to get down and dig. 

Maybe your neighbor has just moved into town, and there 
hasn’t been time for metal scrap to accumulate in his attic ot 
cellar. Maybe he’s already gotten rid of all the junk he had. 
Maybe he just won’t bother. If you’re an American and a pa 
triot, you’ll try to handle part of his job, too.

Addison Gallery To 
Show Canadian Art 


j ‘Canada is known to most people 
in the United States chiefly for its 
sports and scenery, Beginning 
September 18 there will be a 
unique opportunity to observe Can- 
adian life from new points of view 
by means of the wide regional vari- 
ation and personal imagination 
with which the Canadian artists of 
today interpret it. An exhibition 
of contemporary painting in Can- 
ada has been arranged by the Addi- 
son Gallery in the belief that we 
have not done enough to increase 
an understanding of our English 
and French speaking neighbors to 
the north. Attention in the United 
States has been focussed largely on 
the arts of our other war allies, the 
Spanish-American republics, Great 
Britain, and Australia. 

The sixty-seven pictures to be 
shown at Andover represent the 
work of almost two score French- 
Canadian, Anglo-Canadian artists 
and French Canadian primitives. 
These pictures have been selected 
by the Addison Gallery from stu- 
dios, museums, and private collec- 
tions in Hastern Canada. They are 
characterized by a lively diversity 
of technique and subject matter 
and demonstrate that contempo- 
rary art in Canada stands well on 
its own merits. 

It is significant that a museum 
devoted to furthering American art 
should arrange this exhibition at 
the present time, for it provides 
a means of promoting even more 
friendly relations than exist be- 
tween Canada and the United 
States by deepening a common cul- 
tural appreciation and respect.

Andover’s security company of 
State Guardsmen is at present en-

Fair Treatment Unusual Among Japs 


Fulton Freeman, Husband of Local Girl, Describes 
Conditions On Return From Internment In China 


Fulton Freeman, husband of the 
former Miss Phyllis Haton of An- 
dover, and member of the Ameri- 
can Embassy at Peiping, China, 
since 1940, returned to the United 
States two weeks ago on the Swe- 
dish diplomatic exchange liner 
Gripsholm. He emphasized on his 
arrival that in view of the harsh 
treatment accorded other interned 
diplomats by the Japanese, he con- 
sidered his party very fortunate in 
being accorded the fair treatment 
it received. 

Mr. Freeman has been in the con- 
sular service since 1939. Following 
his marriage to the former Miss 
Baton at Pasadena, Calif., in Octo- 
ber, 1988, he spent some time train- 
ing for diplomatic service in Wash- 
ington, D. C. His nrst assignment 
was in Mexico City, and he re- 
mained there until transferred to 
Peiping. 

Mrs. Freeman is the daughter of 
the late Guy H. Eaton, well-known 


instructor at Phillips Academy for 
many years. She was educated in 
the local public schools and at St. 
Lawrence university. Following her 
graduation, she became a secretary 
in the executive offices at Phillips 
Academy, and later held a similar 
position at Princeton university. 

She spent several months with 
her husband in Peiping in 1940, but 
was forced to return to this coun- 
try on January 1, 1941, since all 
American women were then ordered 
to leave Japanese occupied terri- 
tory. 

On arriving in this country, Ful- 
ton Freeman emphasized that the 
favorable treatment of Americans 
in Peiping should be considered “an 
exception to the rule.” Ele consid- 
ered particularly atrocious the case 
of J. B. Powell, a fellow-passenger, 
the story of whose wanton torture 
by the Japanese was featured in a 
national magazine last week.

A decrease of about seven per- 
cent over last year’s opening day 
enrollment became evident yester- 
day morning at the first session 
of the local public schools. The de- 
crease amounted to 94 pupils in all 
the schools, the major loss of pupils 
occurring at Punchard high school 
and the Junior high scheol, where 
the enrollment figures are down 26 
and 41 respectively from those of 
last September. 

The enrollment figures, as an- 
nounced from the office of the su- 
perintendent of schools, are: 
Punchard, 323 in 1941, 297 today; 
Junior high, 405 and 364; Stowe 
school, 346 and 3385; Snawsheen, 
175 and 173; Indian Ridge, 64 and 
61; Bradlee, 59 and 52; West Cen- 
ter, 52 and 52; North, 20 and 16; 
totals, 1444 and 1350. 

Since opening day figures are al- 
ways considerably lower than the 
average attendance throughout the 
year in Andover, it is expcted that 
a number of students will be en- 
rolled later. In all probability, 
neither war industry nor the armed 
forces will claim more than a scat-

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Summer Attendance 
Was Good At Addison 


The summer attendance record 
at the Addison Gallery of American 
Art presents an encouraging picture 
of the role art is playing, and in 


ail’ probability will continue to play 
asia source of recreation and spir- 
itual refreshment in a time of war. 
Even with stringent gasoline ra- 
tioning in effect, as many people 
visited the Addison Gallery during 
this past July and August as during 
the corresponding months of any of 
the last three years. 

A series of three exhibitions was 
held at the Addison Gallery during 
ihe summer: The Worcester Group 
of painters, Painting in Essex 
County, which includes the summer 
artists’ colonies of Gloucester and 
Rockport, and Painting by Provi- 
dence Artists. The series taken as 
a whole gave a broad, general sum- 
mary of what is being done in paint- 
ing in eastern Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. Considered individu- 
ally, the canvasses indicate that 
even under the shadow of war and 
the attendant pressure on civilians, 
the artist continues to carzy on cul- 
tural traditions, to paint and to 
paint well. Some of the works in- 
cluded in these exhibitions were 
éxecuted Ly men now in the armed 
forces; many were completed only 
shortly before they were shown. 


The city’s loss has been in many 
eases the smak town’s gain, for the 
Addison Gallery has now on loan 
several canvasses which are refu- 
gees from the more vulnerably 
situated centers. In addition, the en- 
tire second floor of the Gallery has 
been given over during the summer 
to showing the permanent collec- 
tion. Included in this collection and 
now being shown for the first time 
is a framed finely worked embroid- 
ery on a painted silk background, 
depicting Mount Vernon, and exe- 
cuted in a young ladies’ boarding 
school in 1812. Also shown are some 
American primitives and several in- 
teresting examples of eariy Ameri- 
can portraiture. 

If the summer activity of the Ad- 
dison Gallery and the public re- 
sponse to it is at all indicative of 
what has been going on in other 
art centers in the United States, 
there is great reason for belief that 
interest in and support of the fine 
arts will not slacken during the 
tense days through which we are 
how living. Rather, there is hope 
that, even more than in the past 
will Americans realize what a 
Source of inspiration and strength 


art can be, especially to a nation 
at war.

Mr. freeman was_ fortunate 
enough to be among the first 25 or 


‘30 passengers off the boat, after 


routine questioning by FBI officials 
and Navy representatives. He fiew 
to the coast immediately to rejoin 
his wife and three-year-old daugh- 
ter, Margery Ellen, whom he had 
not seen in more than a year. 


As to his treatment in Peiping, 
Mr. Freeman said that “although 
we were interned in the Embassy 
compounds from December 8 to 
June 13, when we left for Shanghai 
by rail, we were treated well. 
Strangely enough, we weve permit- 
ted to keep our radios, even with 
the short wave, during the entire 
lime, although at first the Japanese 
threatened to remove them. 


“During the short time we were 
in Shanghai before taking passage, 
we were interned in a hotel and 
allowed out on passes during the 
day to shop or attend movies.” 

American citizens in Peiping, Mr. 
Freeman explained, were confined 
in walled cities, but the Embassy 
was restricted to two compounds. 
One of these compounds was com- 
posed of five American-type houses; 
the other, a block distant, of Chi- 
nese houses. The 18 Embassy offi- 
cials and clerks interned there were 
permitted to go from one com- 
pound to tle other. 

“We were permitted to keep our 
Chinese servants, although things 
were not too easy for them, as 
they were subjected to ciose ques- 
tioning. Our food was good and I, 
for one, didn’t lose anything by the 
internment as I was studying the 
Mandarin language, and was able 
to devote eight to ten hours a day 
to my work.” 

“Our greatest thrill on the long 
voyage home,” he continued, “was 
when we pulled into the harbor of 
Lourenco Marques, our first neutral 
port. There on a tramp steamer we 
saw the first American flag we had 
seen for many months, and al- 
though it was oily and worn, it 
brought 2 terrific cheer from those 
aboard the Gripsholm. 

“Then we came upon 25 or 35 Am- 
erican and British ships, which ap- 
peared to be assembled as a con- 
voy. The sailors on all of them

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swarmed to the side facing us, and 
every last ship in the group blew 
“V’s” on their steam whistles. You 
never heard such a din, and this 
ovation was something we'll none 
of us ever forget. Neither will we 
forget the faces of the Japanese 
officers on the ship, with their 
stern, impassive countenances.” 


Going back a little further, he re- 
called that it was on the morning 
of December 8, while he was at 
breakfast, that he received his 
“manifesto” citing military con- 
ditions and the instructions that 
all arms must be turned over. At 
the time, he said, some 150 U. S. 
Marines had laid plans to-leave De- 
cember 12. The Marine compound 
was taken over at 1:30 that day, 
the Embassy chancery at 2:00. 


“Meanwhile,” he said, “we spent 
the entire morning burning all im- 
portant documents and codes in 
seven furnaces. Copies, of course, 
were at the State Department. 

“Our treatment was entirely dif- 
ferent from that accorded Ameri- 
cans in Korea, Manchuria, Japan 
and particularly in Southern China, 
which we learned was particularly 
bad. There the Americans were not 
given enough food, and their Chi- 
nese friends had to throw it over 
the walls to them. In Hong King, 
Americans were interned in Stan- 
ley Camp, where there was a short- 
age of food. The set-up was like the 
Japanese internment camp at San-

ta Anita, but conditions were ter- 
rible.” 

The Gripsholm trip was quite un- 
eventful, Mr. Freeman said. 

“The only thing of inteiest we 
saw,” he added, “was a burning 
derelict about five days out. It ap- 
peared to be a floating drydock or 
machine shop probably used by sub- 
marines. We came upon it, almost 
destroyed at dusk, and circled about 
to see if there were any survivors, 
but saw none. We were told that 


_we stayed 250 miles off the coast 


of Africa, and kept clear of all con- 
voys, as, if we got mixed up in one 
of these, it would be a good excuse 
for the Germans to torpedo us by 
mistake.’ ” 

Mr. Freeman expects to be in 
California for perhaps two months, 
but has no idea where his next 
post will be or when he will re- 
ceive it. ‘‘The United States looks 
pretty good to me,” he says, “and 
I’d like to stay around for awhile.”
